Changing the ‘Guard at St. James’s Palace.

The sentries stationed 
about the Palace are then relieved by the new party, while

the British authorities in Ashanti have attempted to 
obtain possession of the Golden Stool. In regard to this, 
it is stated that a diligent but fruitless search for this 
symbol of Ashanti Royalty has been made ever since Bir 
Francis Scott's Expedition, and it would now appear that 
some spy has brought information as to its hiding-place. 
There is no reason to believe that Prempeh was in any way 
connected with the present trouble, but the natives have 
always cherished the idea that the ex-King would be 
allowed to return, or that another ruler would be placed 
on the Stool at the time of Prempeh’s downfall, as, if once 
they lost possession of it, no king could reign over them. 
It may be explained that it is necessary to obtain possessicn 
of the Golden Stool before British authority can be properly 
asserted, and hence the desire of the local Government 
officials to possess themselves of the symbol. 


Kumasi Fort, in which Sir Frederick Hodgson and 
his suite have taken refuge, is aistrong' stone and masonry 
structure, in which are stored six months’ provisions. It 
has been built since 1896, and cost £35,000. It contains 
quarters for the Resident, with the government. offices, 
ineluding post and telegraph. The fort occupies a com- 
manding position in the centre of Kumasi, and is armed 
with several small cannon. It would be impregnable to 
any attack by natives if properly provisioned. 


The Bishop of Nigeria—Dr. Johnson—is now in 
London, having been chosen to preach the fannual sermon 
for the London Missionary Society. To a representative of 
the Daily Chronicle he explained that Ashanti is to the 
north-west of the limits of his own diocese, and has been 
worked with praiseworthy results by the Bile Mission, 
which hasits principal depot in Kumasi. Bishop Johnson, 
in the course of an informing interview, says: ‘The country 
has never been settled, and, indeed, I never thought it would 
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be settled until we removed the fresh cause of grievance 
which was imposed upon it three or four years ago by the 
deportation of Prempeh. There can be no doubt that 
Prempeh was anxious to fight, but he was persuaded by 
many of the more intelligent natives that if he submitted

auietly there would be no loss of life and no loss of prestige. | 


He did submit very humbly, and in what was considered by 
some of the tribes a very humiliating way. But instead of 
hisindependence being recognised, he was deposed, deported 
from the country, and confined in Sierra Leone. The people 
feel that they have lost their native kingly ruler, and they 


are disposed to resent it.” 


British Resident in Kumasi,—Captain Donald 
Stewart, C.M.G., the British Resident in Kumasi, knows 
the country well. He 
has seen a deal of 
fighting during the 
last twenty years, for, 
joining. the Gordon 
Highlanders in 1878, 
he served with much 
credit in the Afghan, 
Boer, and Egyptian 
Campaigns. Since he 
assumed his arduous 
task in Kumasi, the 
place has been com- 
pletely transformed. 
Cantonments, bar- 
racks, etc., have been 
built, telegraphs and 
roads have been con- 
structed, and an era 
of prosperity has been 
introduced. Just now 
Captain Stewart is on 
a visit to England. 
Captain Davidson- 
Houston is the Acting 
Resident of Kumasi, 
and he and Captain 
Parmeter" have avail- 
able in the Ashanti 
capital a force of some 400 Hausas. These are being rein- 
forced by troops from the coast and the northern territories 
which have been opened since the their control was taken 
over by Great Britain. 


New President of the Baptist Union.—Dr. 
John Clifford's successor to the presidency of the Baptist 
Union is the Rev. William 
Cuff, of Shoreditch Taber- 
nacle. -In more than one 
respect the new President is 
a distinct contrast to the 
retiring one. Mr. Cuff is a 
protégé of Spurgeon. As a 
young man he received his 
first inspiration from the 
illustrious preacher of the 
Metropolitan Tabernacle. 
Afterwards he went through 
the Pastors’ College. When 
Mr. Cuff entered on his 
gent sphere in 1872 he 
ound one of the most 
respectable of old chapels 
with a scant congregation, 
but having poverty and 
squalor coming up to its 
very walls. In the rear was 
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Bethnal Green which the 
County Council have trans- 
formed. The chapel became 
so overcrowded that the ser- 
vices were held for a time 
in Shoreditch Town Hall. 
Eventually the present Tabernacle and other build- 
ings were put up at a total cost of between twenty 
and thirty thousand pounds, all of which has been 
paid. > From first to last this gigantic task required a 
quarter of a century of persevering labour for its 
accomplishment. 


King and Queen of Sweden.—Grove House. 
Roehampton, has been taken by the King and Queen of 
Sweden, who will reside there until the second week in 
June, maintaining the strictest incognito. King Oscar IT. 
is bow in his seventy-first year. He has reigned over 
Sweden and Norway during a quarter of a century with 
marked success, though he has had considerable trouble 
with the Home Rule question in Norway. Of all the 
European monarchs, none are more cultivated.than King 
Oscar. He is both poet and historian, and has been 
honoured by nearly all the Universities and leading learned 
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societies of Europe. He is a D.C.L. of Oxford. Among 
his works are a study of Charles XII., three volumes of 
verse, a volume*of souvenirs of his early life as a naval 
officer, a translation of the “Cid” and of Goethe's 
“Faust,” and a drama. He has also contributed to the 
Nineteenth Century. He is frequently in request as supreme 
arbiter in international disputes. He travels a great deal, 
and has been a frequent visitor to this country and to Scot- 
land. King Osear married in 1857 PrincessSophia of Nassau, 
who has many friends in this country. The Queen takes a 
profound interest in public affairs, both political and literary, 
as may be seen from her letters published in the memoirs of

the late Mr. Henry Reeve. Both the King and Queen are 
to pay a private visit to Queen Victoria at Windsor Castle 
shortly after Her Majesty's return there from Dublin, and 
they will also be entertained at Marlborough House by the 
Prince and Princess of Wales.
